SOUTH_OFMAKILLA. 


After » Brief Battle the Americana 


Maite A Jjiindlinr.. 


Manilla, Jan. 2.—The first movement 


of a general southern advance has oc- 
curred. Two battalions of, the Thirty- 
ninth infantry landed and occupied 
Cubayo, on the south' side of Laguna 
De Bay. Two Americans were killed 
iind four were wounded. Twenty-four 
of the enemy's dead were fouad in one 
house. One hundred and fifty prison- 
ers and four six-pounder rapid-fire 
gxras were captured. 


The gunboat Lagvina De Bay bom- 


barded the town before the disem- 
barkation of the troops from the cas- 
coes, which was made under the ene- 
my's shrapnel fire. The enemy evac- 
uated the place before the charging 
Americans, retreating to Santa Rosa, 
to which town they 'were pursued. 


Heavy fighting occurred along the 


road to Santa Rosa, which was occu- 
pied 
by t!ie insurgents retreating 


south toward Silang. The Americans 
burned the country between there and 
around Cabuyo. The gunboat returned 
to Calamba for reinforcements and 
thence came to Manilla to fetch am- 
munition. She recently captured two 
of the enemy's steam launches, one 
under the fire of artillery at Calamba, 
and tilso four cascoes loaded with rice. 


Other regiments are mobilizing at 


San Psdro MacaU and Pasig. prepara- 
tory'to continuing the southern ad- 
vance. 


The capture of bombs involved tha 


seizure of documents inculpating u 
thousand Filipinos who intended to 
rise against tlie Americans. Papers 
•were also found snowing a distribu- 
tion of the city into districts and a 
careful assignment of leaders uad fol- 
lowers. The precautions taken by the 
Ara»ricacs on Saturday, it is now evi- 
dent, alone prevented an uprising. The 
provost marshal has requested that 
t*.vo more regiments be detailed for 
tho protection of Manilla. Three thou- 
sand troops are now in the city.

from Rensburg: "Sunday afternoon a 
bis I'orce of cavalry and infantry, with 
10°sims, under the pc-sosa! command 
of Genera! French, moving by detour, 
occupied some I'-1''3 thr«e miles from 
Colesburg. where the Boers were ia 
strength, confident in the natural aid 
afforded them by the lulls around.

claring that he had been approached 
by J. H. Whallon of Louisville and 
paid $1,500 
to remain out of tbe 


caucus.

You knovr the city is 
under martial law, nnd every one has 
to be in at 8 p. m. unless accompanied 
by an officer. Well, we staid out uutil 
10 o'clock, nnd every corner and be- 
tween blocks we were halted. It was 
very amusing.
